Restless Soviet Officers Are Demanding Changes

MOSCOW — Present and for- 
mer army officers have banded to- 
gether to press for improved condi- 
tions ana political changes in the 
aimed forces, including creation of 
an independent trade union. 

The formation of the group, 
called Shield, the Union for Social 
Protection of Servicemen, Reserv- 
ists, and their Families, comes as 
the military is showing mounting 
alarm about declining officer mo- 
rale, serious recruiting problems, 
ethnic unrest in the ranks, and de- 
clining prestige. .■ 

President Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
met military leaders on Wednesday 
to discuss these problems, and pro- 
posed a sharp increase in military 
pay, according to an officer who 
was briefed on the meeting, 

Even a year ago, formation of a 
nriHtaiy trade union would have 
been regarded as tantamount to 
treason, and only the most fearless 
of dissidents would have taken 
pari. 

But the new group has forged a 
working alliance with a radical mi- 
nority m the Soviet Parliament, the 
Inter-Regional Deputies Group, 
making it harder to ignore. 

On Saturday , several members of 
the Soviet legislature were in the 
crowd of 250 that showed op at a 
rented auditorium. 

They included four army officers 


elected on platforms of change, 
who said they would work with the 
new group although they did not 

support every point in its program. 

Vitaly G. Urazhtsev, a former 
lieutenant colonel and an organizer 
of the new military group, said that 
about 300 members had signed up, 
more than half of them serving offi- 
cers, including a submarine captain 
and the commander of a division. 

The new group trill also be open 
to enlisted men, according to its 
organizers. 

Most of those who attended Sat- 
urday’s meeting seemed to be for- 
mer officers, many with^stories of 
conflict with their wperiors. 

Mr. Urazhtsev said he was ex- 
pelled from a teaching post at a 
Moscow military school in Febru- 


ary after criticizing the head of the 
school. 

Among those who came to en- 
dorse the new endeavor was Matvei 
K Shape shnikov, a former lieuten- 
ant general who was cashiered from 
the army and the Communist Party 
after be refused to have his troops 
fire on civilians during food riots in 
1962 in the southern Russian dty 
of Novocherkassk. 

Recently restored to official fa- 
vor, the former general passionate- 
ly endorsed the creation of the new 
military group, saying that if he 
had bad such an organization to 
defend him, he might not have had 
Ins career cut short. 

Leaders of the new union said 
General Aleksei D. Lizicbev, chief 
of the main political administra- 


tion of the armed forces, had 
threatened that any officers who 
joined Shield would be dismissed 
from the service. But officer who 
serve in the parliament said they 
did not expat a blanket purge of 
those who joined. 

“For some of the participants, it 
will be dangerous," said lieutenant 
Colonel Viktor S. Podziiuk, an 
army navigation instructor elected 
to the parliament from the Ivanovo 
region of northern Russia. 

“But it wifi depend on the com- 
mander. There are some units that 
have progressive commandos, air 
though the leadership is dying to 
get nd of them, too. I think there 
will be a negative response from the 
Defense Ministry, but not too se- 
vere.” 


Poll Shows Mistrust in Perestroika

MOSCOW — A public opinion poll published 
Sunday indicated a lade of confidence in President 
Milthail S. Gorbachev’s program of perestroika, 
with 18J percent of respondents saying that life 
was likely to get worse in the future. 

A plurality of 35 percent said that perestroika, the 
umbrella term for Mr. Gorbachev’s comprehensive 
program of restructuring, would result only in insig- 
nificant rfnwTgP| and 16 percent said that fife would 
not change at alL Only 12 percent said that peres- 
troika would lad to significant positive change. 


The Soviet leader is not likdy to react well to the 
poll. At a meeting with newspaper and magazine 
editors Oct. 13 he was furious, berating them for 
publishing what he called “irxespoDSible"and 
“negative" articles that did nothing but depress an 
already anxious public. 

In the poll, conducted for the weekly magazine 
Ogonyok by the National Center for the Analysis 
of Public Opinion, more than 52 percent of the 
respondents said that their standard of living was 
unchanged from two or three years ago, 23 per- 
cent said it was worse and 23 percent said it was 
better. 


Soviet television sent a crew to 
interview participants, another sign 
that the military takes the move- 
ment seriously. 

The rampant discontent in the 
officer corps was demonstrated in a 
poll published on Friday by the 
government newspaper Izvestia, 
which drew the “alanning conclu- 
sion” that the “mood of a signifi- 
cant part of officers is creating a 
oasis situation in the army” 

The poll of officers, cadets, and 
wives, conducted by the Defense 
Ministry, said that 91 percent of 
the officers could not make ends 
meet because of inflation and food 
shortages. The most" acute con- 
plaint was cramped housing," the 
poll found, but officers also said 
they were concerned about the de- 
dimng prestige of the armed ser- 
vices, and about being used for 
boring, nonmilitary assignments 
such as guarding construction sites 
and factories. 

In the Leningrad Military Dis- 
trict alone, the newspaper said, 
more than 200 officers, mostly 
young, have signed papers request- 
ing permission to resign. 

The organizers of Shield also call 
for alternative service for those 
with conscientious objections, ap- 
pointment of a civilian defense 
minister, abolishing communist po- 
litical indoctrination in the nnH- 
tary, and reducing the terms of mil- 
itary service.

TOKYO — With hundreds of 
refugees arriving on its shores and 
thousands of unskilled Asian wwk- 
ers overstaying their visas, Japan 
has been thrust into a debate about 
immigration «nd the nature fa the 
nation. 

Angry letters are pouring into 


government and news organization 
offices, warning that Japan could 
be overrun by “swarms" and ‘Tor- 
rents" fa “cockroach-tike" refu- 
gees. Many cite West Germany, 
France and the United States as 
case studies of what coold go 
wrong if foreigners are permitted to 
work and settle in this relatively 
homogenous island nation. 

“Japan is in danger fa being 


swallowed by 2~5 billion Asians," 
wrote Kanji Nishio, one fa Japan’s 
leading intellectuals making a case 
against foreign workers. 

But the same prosperity now 
drawing Chinese, Vietnamese, Par 
lristanis and Filipinos to Japan has 
made young Japanese unwilling to 
do dirty, dangerous or menial jobs 
at construction sites, restaurants 
and machine shops.

In Paris , Muslims Insist on a Custom

PARIS — Five Muslim girls ex- 
peUed from school for wearing 
scarves to cover their heads in class 
have plunged France into another 
uneasy debate about the status fa a 
growing and increasingly assertive 
immigrant population. 

The immediate controversy has 


focused on whether the girls in 
Marseille, Avignon and the Paris 
suburb fa Creil should remain ex- 
cluded from school for insisting 
they must wear a scarf around their 
heads at all times when men out- 
side the family are present. 

The practice has posed a chal- 
lenge to competing and equally 
cherished traditions in France's 
state schools. On one hand, the 


resolutely secular education system 
has barred displays fa religion. On 
the other, the nation has long been 
proud of its ability to absorb for- 
eign children into public schools. 

Along with the rising number of 
immigrants taking up residence in 
France in recent years, there has 
been an increased tendency among 
immigrants and their offspring to 
affirm differences in religion and

Christians Back 
Pact but General 
Finds It Risky

TAIF, Saudi Arabia — Christian 
members fa Lebanon’s legislature 
approved an Arab-mediated plan 
Sunday to end Lebanon's 14-year 
civil war, but the leader fa the 
Christian army rejected it. 

“This agreement will lead us to 
hell," said the Christian army com- 
mander, Major General Michel 
Aoun. 

The plan includes Syrian propos- 
als for at least a partial withdrawal 
fa its troops from Lebanon, and it 
guarantees an equal number of 
seats for Muslims and Christians in 
the legislature. 

It must be approved by a full 
session fa the parliament. 

“Unfortunately the part in the 
agreement concerning the sover- 
eignty of Lebanon is not suitable 
for us," General Aoun said. “It is 
an introduction to losing what is 
left of our sovereignty." 

A conference fa Muslim and 
Christian legislative delegates 
meeting in Talf worked out details 
fa the plan Sunday night On Tues- 
day. those delegates are to finalize 
an accord in Jeddah. 

Lakhdar Ibrahimi, the envoy 
from the Arab League, met Sunday 
with General Aoun and Salim 
Hoss, who heads the Muslim cabi- 
net that is a rival to General Aoun’s 
C hri s tian cabinet. 

Mr. Ibrahimi refused to disdose 
details of his one-hour meeting 
with General Aoun, which took 
place at the ruined presidential pal- 
ace in the Christian suburb fa 
Baabda. 

Georges Saad6, head of the 
Christian Phalangist Party, said 
deputies had consulted with Gener- 
al Aoun by ulqabone before agree- 
ment on the plan was announced. 
The parliament session was sched- 
uled after the Christians said they 
had no reservations. 

“We’ve readied final and com- 
prehenave agreement." Mr. Saadi 
said. 

Kazan Khalil, a Shiite Muslim 
deputy, said the deputies had 
“achieved a historic mission today 
for Lebanon and the Arab world." 

Conference sources said the Syri- 
an proposals had fallen short fa 
Christian demands that the 40,000 
Syrian soldiers be out fa Lebanon 
within three years. 

Instead, the proposal calls for 
Syria to remove its soldiers to with- 
in one Idlometer (about six-tenths 
of a mfle) fa the parliament build- 
ing in Beirut before the legislative 
body meets in formal sessions to 
ratify political changes and elect a 
president 

Lebanon has been without a 
president since September 1988, 
when Amin GemayeTs term ended 
and legislators were unable to de- 
cide on a successor. 

The plan, brokered by the Saudi 
foreign minister, Prince Saud al 
Faisal, calls for the Syrians to be 
replaced inside the “security zone" 
by Lebanese police backed by Al- 
gerian and Moroccan observers, 
the sources said, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

The plan does not set a date for a 
final withdrawal of Syrian troops 
from the Bekaa Valley in eastern

De Klerk May End State of Emergency

JOHANNESBURG — Presi- 
dent Frederik W. de Klerk says 
that he mi ght phase out a national 
state of emergency that has been in 
effect since June 1986. 

The government wants to lift the 
state of! emergency as soon as possi- 
ble, Mr. de Klerk has said, but it 
first has to make sure that the 
change would not lead to a resur- 
gence of violence. 

If tins assurance is not posable, 
the government says, it wffl lift the 
state of emergency gradually. 

It was tiie first time since Mr. de 
Klerk was inaugurated last month 


that he has the question 

of lifting the state of emergency. He 
gave no specific indication of when 
such a process might begin. 

The regulations, which give the 
security forces sweeping authority 
to suppress dissent, were impeded 
to heap crush uprisings against 
white minority rule that spread in 
black townships across South Afri- 
ca between 1984 and 1986. 

The anti-apartheid movement 
has estimated that 30,000 people, 
most of them black, have been de- 
tained without trial under the 
emergency provisions. More than 
100 are still believed hdd. 

Opponents of the government at 


home and abroad have made the 
lifliqg of the state of emergency a 
principal dgmawd. 

Mr. de Kkrk said the outlawed 
African National Congress could 
join other black representatives in 
negotiating the country’s future 
with the government if it was will- 
ing to seek a peaceful solution. 

Mr. de Klerk appeared to en- 
dorse a formula proposed Tuesday 
by Gerrit Vffioea, the miniater of 
constitutional development, under 
which the congress would set aside, 
rather than IaanaDy renounce, its 
right to wage guerrilla warfare 
against Pretom. 

Previously, the government had 
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said the congress would have to 
forswear violence altogether before 
it would be allowed to take part in

Hurricane ’s Poorest Victims Await Aid

AWENDAW, South Carolina — 
Every morning for almost a month. 
Harper McNeil has climbed into 
his rusted 1972 statioo wagon and 
driven to the debris-strewn site 
where a hurricane obliterated Ms 
trader home Sept. 21. 

Near the beginning of this 
month, Mr. McNeil, 73, applied for 
federal emergency assistance, 
which he hopes to use to buy a mw 
trailer. 

But he has not yet received any 
word about his application, and for 
now all he can do each day is tit 
alone in Ms parked car and wail 
and hope. 

“I fed better being here, 1 ' said 
Mr. McNeil, a retired stevedore, 
whose wife died in April. He is 
staying with his son nearby but 
wants to remain independent “My 
mind feels better when I’m here. 
It’s home.” 

The nation's attention has 
moved on to a new disaster, the 
California earthquake, but here 
where the hurricane struck, the 
pain con tinues, the needs remain 
enormous and questions about the 
future still abound. 

“Nothing is like it was;” said 
Jimmy Lewis, who is living in a 10- 
by- 10-fooi (3-by-3-meter) utility 
building and awaiting a disaster 
loan to rebuild his home in Alvin, 
South Carolina, while his wife and 
daughter slay with relatives. 

“People seem different,’’ he said. 
“Nothing seems like it was before 
the storm came up.” 

The hurricane, designated Hugo, 


remains (he costliest in the United 
States; damage on the mainland 
has been estimated at more than S3 
billion. 

In South Carolina alone, 24 of 46 
counties have been de s ig n ated fed- 
eral disaster areas.

Baltics: The Right Course 


Nothing th rcfl tmg the improving U.S. -So- 
viet relations more than potentially explosive 
nationalism in the Soviet Union, cspcdafly 
in the Rnltir states. If Latvia, Lithuania and 
Estonia press for independence now, they 
could fli yterffline Mikhail Gorbachev’s re- 
forms or prompt a crackdown. Either out- 
come would throw East-West rapproche- 
ment into reverse. That is something 
Washington and Moscow needed to dis- 
cuss. Now they have, with the right results. 

In recent talks with Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, Secretary of State 
James Baker said that using force in the 
Baltics would jeopardize relations with 
Washington. That is stating a fact erf political 
Hfe that Moscow needs to know in advance. 
By thus making his point, Mr. Baker avoided 
a sdf-def eating policy trap that had ensnared 
his predecessors. He did not link passible 
Soviet action m the Baltics to US accep- 
tance of aims control treaties and other 
agreements of mutual interest. That linkage 
Moscow would have resented and resisted. 

Mr. Baker also stressed the U.S. commit- 
ment to sdf -determination for Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania, leaving unsaid 
whether that means eventual independence. 
This established a sound policy of putting 
first things first. It appropriately focuses on 
steps to hdp the Baltic states regain politi- 
cal, cultural and economic autonomy. That 
serves Washington’s interest in promoting 
nonviolent change. It also serves Moscow’s 
interest by not stimulating unrest over inde- 
pendence now. And it promotes the Baltic 
peoples’ efforts to undo past wrongs. 

Principal among these wrongs is Soviet 


annexation of the Baltic republics, which the 
United States does not recognize. Even Mos- 
cow now concedes the mistake of forced 
Russification that followed annexation. Eth- 
nic Russians ware resettled in die Baltics, 
indigenous peoples were moved out, the Rus- 
sian language was required in schools and 
official discourse, and exposure to national 
cultures was impeded. And Moscow im- 
posed wrongheaded economic controls that 
still stifle initiative among enterprising Balts. 

Baltic leaders are moving to reverse these 
polities. Nationalists asserting their right to 
determine their own political destiny will 
Likely sweep upcoming elections. They are 
promoting a revival of national cultures, es- 
pecially critical to Estonians, barely 900,000 
in number, who fear for their survival as a 
people. And they are demanding faster devo- 
hition of economic power than Moscow has 
been prepared to yield. But the three Baltic 
slates, whose comparative advantage lies in 
trade with the East, not the West, are years 
from becoming eaHwmrafly viable. 

Mr. Shevardnadze was upbeat with Mr. 
Baker about a political resolution of the 
Baltic question. Moscow, he made dear, is 
ready to concede substantial political, eco- 
nomic and cultural autonomy. But it rules 
out independence. Baltic leaden know 
these limi ts and seem prepared to live with 
them for now; their rank-and-file may not. 

Gradual change is frustrating to those 
who want independence now. But Wash- 
ington is right to stress the need for steady, 
peaceful progress for the Baltic states, and 
to tdl that to Moscow.

Cutting the Social Deficit 


Poli ticians pay too little attention; the 
1988 income and poverty figures just issued 
by the U.S. Census Bureau are tad news. 

The longest sustained economic expansion 
in peacetime history has failed to drive the 
poverty rate back to the lows of the 1970s; 
the economy famous foe lifting all boats no 
longer does so. Real per capita income was 
up, but this broadest measure of economic 
well-being is an average. As in other recent 
years, median income and income share rose 
for the riches t two-fifths of families; for the 
poorest two-fifths they declined. The gap 
between rich and poor was the highest in tv 
four decades it has been measured. 

The poverty rate was 13.1 percent, more 
titan one American in eight, down only 0.3 
percent from the year before. The bureau 
called that steady. For children, who mad* 
up 40 percent of the poor, the rale was 19.7 
percent, the highest of any age group; for 
Macks, 31.6 percent; blade children, 44.6 
percent; Hispamcs and Hispanic children, 
26.8 percent and 37.9 percent. For the 
elderly it was 12 percent, lower than for 
the population as a whole. 

Weak wages are one of the reasons the 
economy no longer functions as it nsed to. 
In real term the eaminp of men working 
full-time year-round dedinert last year, 
while those of women were flat Median 
family income ms also flat for the first time 
since the recovery began in 1982. When 
married couples gain ground, it is often 
because both wife and husband work, but 
not even steady work is enough to save all 
families. One-sixth of poor families last 
year were headed by people, mostly men, 
who worked fuD-tune year-round. 

The policy implications of these figures 
are as obvious as they are resisted. The need 
is not to cut the capital gains tax, but to 
raise the minimum wage, to liberalize the 
eamed-income tax credit for the working 
poor with children, and perhaps also to 
make the existing child-care credit refund- 


able and available to those too poor to owe 
any taxes. AH four of these proposals are 
before Congress. Rqecting the first while 
enacting the others would move money 
from people who most emphatically do not 
need it to others who da 

The poverty figures are imperfect Even 
year when they are published the acknowl- 
edged imperfections are attacked by the 
same group of critics, who say the statistics 
reflect more misery than exists and/or that 
most of tiie misery is not society’s fault 
Thus the argument is that inflation 
whs overstated by the consumer price index 

in the higb-interest 1970s particularly, with 
the result that the poverty cutoffs were 
increased more than they should have been 
in those years and are still too high. 

Income is said to be chronically understat- 
ed, in that the official definition does not 
include the costly in-kind benefits (Medic- 
aid, food stamps, housing assistance) with 
which the government increasingly supplies 
the poor (and never mind that in the upper- 
income regions it does not include the value 
of fringe benefits or capital gams, either). 
There is likewise a dear correlation between 
poverty and family structure. For the 44 
percent of blade families headed by females, 
die poverty rate is 49 percent; for married- 
couple Mack families, it is 1 1 percent The 
real median income of the latter poop rose 
needy 7 p erc ent last year. 

But none of these explanations quite dis- 
poses of the underlying reality they only 
partially describe, ami elaborate opposing 
arguments that the current figures under- 
state poverty are also made. The society is 
less equal both than it ought to be and than 
it used to be; too many people, too many 
children especially, are in need of more hdp 
than the government provides. There is a 
social as well as a budget deficit that needs 
to be brought down; that is the irreducible 
lesson of these numbers.

Of Fears and Fault Lines 


From skiing to surfing, California is a 
state of exhilarating extre mes, and perils. 
Even with respect to risk, Californians cov- 
er the spectrum. A law passed by popular 
ballot in 1986 requires wanting labels on. 
any food whose ingredients have a 1 -in- 
100,000 chance of causing cancer. Yet, as 
Tuesday's tremor hammered bone, tens of 
thousands could be lolled in the truly major 
earthquake that might strike at any time. 

Modem societies weigh many risks on 
similarly lopsided scales. Beneath the or- 
dered pattern of daily life lurk hazards of 
every kind — traffic accidents, radon gas in 
houses, asbestos fibers, food poisoning, di- 
agnostic X-rays, snakebites, lightning, even 
falling jeateffites. But modem life differs 
from medieval life in the efforts that can be 
made to understand and reduce these risks. 

Stepping through the ruins of Lisbon 
after the 1735 earthquake that killed more 
than 30,000, Voltaire's philosopher Fan- 
gloss declared that “AH this is for the very 
best-” Candide asked, in response, “If tins 
is ihe best of all possible worlds, then what 
are the others?” Pangloss’s fatuous fatalism 
may suit those without options. But with 
enough exertion, the effects even of earth- 
quakes can be mitigated. 

Spurred by decades of tremors, rattles 
and jolts, California has spent billio ns on 
budding reinforcement, emergency drills 
and dozen education. The investment paid 
off on Tuesday. Most buildings stood. Most 
bridges endured. Thousands of people 
ducked under doorways, tables and desks, 
just as they had been trained to da and then 
evacuated and turned off gas timing when 
the shaking stopped. Without these precau- 


tions, fatalities would have been far worse. 
California’s toxin labeling law embodies 
the same approach; take reasonable steps to 
reduce risk. Manufacturers who permit 
dangerous ingredients in foods ought to 
know the quantities involved and should 
have a duty to warn. In practice, they are 
finding ways to avoid once tolerated poi- 
sons tike lead and aflatoxin rather than 
label their products a threat to health. 

It is not California but all society that 
weighs risks unequally. Radiation from nu- 
clear power plant accidents is feared too 
much. Radon seeping into basements is 
probably feared too little. Air crashes are 
feared out of proportion to the minute 
□umber of accidents per mile traveled. Yet 
the unceasing carnage on the highway is 
accepted as a routine cost of travel. 

It is death in groups that wins HmHHwc 
and forces remedies. A single traffic victim is 
a death too many, yet the wodd yawns. In 
part becanse plane crashes may loll hundreds 
at a time in fins and violence, plane 
have rightly been forced to make their ma- 
chines enormously safe, and each new crash 
b rings another n vrmril nf yantrny anil regula- 
tion. Yet despite the 50,000 Americans who 
die on the roads each year, Detroit has for 
years been able to resist making devices like 
air bags nr| d anti -loci brakes standard. 

Why do Califor nians choose to live in a 
known fault zone with a monumental earth- 
quake expected? Because they have taken 
reasonable precautions and choose to toler- 
ate the residual risk. That is pretty much 
how everyone else behaves toward their 
own set of fears and fault lines.

A Dangerous Vision for Indian Voters 


N EW DELHI — The general 
election due in just a month is 
likely to decide more than winners 
and losers.

Apart from Bofors and the no- 
tion of a Hindu India, there are few 
real issues in the campaign. The 
opposition Janata Dal grouping, 
full of squabbling leaders, is a pala 


version of the governing party. 

The government recently failed 
to secure a two-thirds majority in 
the upper house, the Rajya Sabha, 
for a constitutional amendment on 
imposing village democracy. This 
gives (he government a stick with 
which to beat the opposition. Gen- 
erally, however, the governing party 
has been kept rat the defensive by 
revelations in the Bofors affair.

In Shadow of 'Big Ones, ’ Insurers Seek Renewal

NEW YORK — Insurance companies oper- 
ate in the shadow of the “big ones.”

In their planning, insurance company execu- 
tives expect a big one to occur at worst about 
mice every three to five years. 

Nobody, however, would have guessed that 
two big ones would hit in a month's time, and 
the ramifications are Bkdy to be felt for years to 
come by the long-beleaguered casualty and 
property insurance industry, possibly leading 
to a shakeout and provoking new debates about 
what are appropriate insurance rates. 

Hurricane Hugo, which battered the UK 
Southeast and the Caribbean last month, is 
thought to have done damage to insured prop- 
erty of $4 billion to S5 billion, more than any 
other catastrophe. 

Although it is premature to know with much 
precision the devastation inflicted by last 


week’s earthquake in California, insurers feel 
certain the claims will be in the trillions of 
dollars and conceivably could even eclipse 
those of Hugo. 

Orin Kramer, an industry consultant, esti- 
mated the claims could range from SI billion to 
S3 billion and that the industry's return on 
equity this year will be only S percent, down 
from nearly 17 percent last year. 

“This will be the worst quarter for the insur- 
ance industry in its history, said Michael Mor- 
rissey, an analyst at Firemark Insurance Re- 
search, an independent group in Morristown, 
New Jersey. 

The double whammy from Hngo and the 
California earthquake could force some weak 
insurers and reinsurance companies — which 
insure primary insurance companies — to shut 
their doors. What's more, many insurers and 
industry analysts predict efforts will begin to 
shove up policy premiums.

“It was fortunate that the bombs went off near an exit 
from the stands where the crowd was less packed,** said a 
police spokesman, Haas Wflting. “We have avoided a real 
disaster.” 

Hie said a suspect had been arrested. 

Wilting said the bombs were thrown from a section of 
the stadium reserved fa followers of Fcyenoord. 

Once the stands had been been cleared, police began to 
search the spectators. Wilting said the fans already had 
been searched as they arrived before the game. 

The game was not topped. It ended in a 1-1 tie. 

Earlier this month. Ajax, one of Europe’s most famous 
dubs, was banned from European dub competition fa 
two years after its fans hnried missiles, including iron bars, 
onto the fidd and caused the abandonment in overtime of 
a UEFA Cup first-round, second-leg contest against Aus- 
tria Vienna m Amsterdam.

Senna Finishes First but Is Disqualified in Japan Prix

SUZUKA, Juan — Arylon Senna of Brazil finished 
first Sunday in the Japanese Formula One Grand Friz but 
was disqualified after a crash that kmx&tiri McLaren 
Honda teammate Aiain Frost of France out of the race 
only laps from the finish. That gave Alessandro Nannini 
of Italy the victory ud almost surely dinebed the 1989 
World Championship title for ProsL 

The McLaren team promptly appealed the ruling, 
which stripped it of what would haveocen the team's 1 1 m 
victory this year. 

*Tt was obvious that I won the race on the trade," Senna 
said, adding that the “victory was taken away." 

Senna started with the lead, lost it and regained it in a 
dramatic, crash-filled finish, only to have victory wiped 
out by the officials, who ruled that he took a short cut 
when he ngoined the race after his collision with ProsL 

The race was dominated by the dud between the feud- 
ing McLaren teammates, who have not spoken directly to 
each other for six months. 

Frost, after overtaking pole-sitter Senna on the first 
nun, had led the race apart from three laps following his 


pit stop, when Senna briefly went ahead. ProsL back in But, the race officials ruled. Senna sh o pM have gotten

Then came lap 47 of the 53-lap race, with Senna only a 
half-second behind and s ticking dose to the F renchman as 
they approached the Ch icane, a right-angle turn recently 
added to the trade to slow driven and increase the safety 
of the 3.6-mile (5^-kflometer) Suzuka GrcuiL 
Prost unexpectedly moved out to a wide line to take the 
comer and this gave Senna a rimm*. to attempt to p*«s 
while braking. 

But as he tried to feme his way through Prost closed the 
gap and their McLarens collided and skidded off the 
track. Prost could not restart his car and »Ka™V>r)H 
race but Senna — with some help from the mmchatk who 
pusholhiscar— restarted bis and and cut across the grass 
to rejoin the race without going through the turn. 

He drove on with a damaged nose cone, his front wing 
trailing on the ground and, after a pit slop for a replace- 
ment, attacked again, passing Nannini to d<wn the lead 
again just two laps from the checkered flag He finished 
1297 seconds ahead of the Italian.

Senna's team manager, Hon Dennis, appealed the deri- 
sion as unfair and technically mcorrca. 

“During the year there have been other occasions where 
a driver nas done this and not been disqualified,” said 
Creighton Brown, a director erf the McLaren team. 

Rime officials, however, said that as far as they were 
concerned the results wax final. 

Senna’s appeal will be heard in Paris on Ocl 26-27, 
provided the Japanese officials agree to let him bypass a 
focal bearing. 

The International Sport Automobile Federation also 
announced the results as final, pending Senna’s appeal 

Senna said that the results as they stand “do not reflect 
the truth of the race in either the sporting sense or in the 
sense of the regulations.” 

He said that the aim “was the only place where I could 
overtake.” 

“Ayncra Senna came behind me, I didn't see him come 
and I couldn’t do anything to avoid him,” Prost p>?d. 

“1 am very sorry to finish the championship cm such an 


inddenL” Prost said. “It is a shame to see this happen but 
it is a very happy ending for me." 

It was the fust victory for Nannini, 30, on the Grand 
Prix circuit, He drove & Benetton Ford at an average speed 
of 121 mph to cover the 19214-mile course in 1 hour. 35 
minutes, 6 J seconds. 

Riccardo Patrcse of Italy, in a Williams Renault, took 
second place and his Williams iMmnwte, Thtgrry BouLsen 
of Belgium, finished third. 

“I would prefer to win by actually crossing the line in 
first place, but a win is a win," Nannini said. 

*Tm sony for him [Senna] because it was the last good 
fight between the two,” N annini added. “It’s very sad, but 
a win is a win." 

Senna needed to win in Japan as well as in the final 

Grand Prix of the year, on the streets of Adelaide, Austra- 
lia, on Nov. 5, to overtake Prost in the championship 
ranking. 

If Senna remains disqualified, Prost wins the champion- 
ship on the strength of his four first-place finishes and five 
second-place finishes this year.

The last was a 
five-yard run by quarterback Steve 
Pdhser, who was traded by the Cow- 
boys to Kansas Gry on Oct 17. 

raluer played the third quarter 
for Steve DeBerg, who suffered 
musde cramps in nis right leg run- 
ning out onto the field to start an 
offensive series.

“People can call their countries and their cities 
anything they tike,” writes Byron Farwefl, in a column 
for The Blue Ridge (Virginia) Leader, “but why must 
we Engjisb-speakers follow suit?” Only Latin Ameri- 
can, Asian and African countries get this favored 
treatment; European countries and cities are not the 
objects erf our deference. “For us, Norway is not 
Surge, Germany is not Deutschland, Spain is not 
Espaha and certainly we do sot call Finland Suomen 
Tasavalta .” 

Our refusal to adopt European names and spellings, 
contrasted with our acquiescence in non-European 
nomenclature, suggests that wc are permitting a politi- 
cal bias to affect our linguistic judgment. That’s a bad 
reason for inconsistency; it is snrdy patronizing and 
may even be considered reverse racism. (We treat the
